It will be quite within the recollection of most 
of otir readers how, 9 few weeks ago, the Editor 
of the Victoria Colonist, ina series of articles 
u on Colonial taxation in general, and taxation 


jn these Pacific Colonies in pirticular, undertook 
to draw a picture but too well calenlated Lo deter | 


emigrants from sceking a home in either this or 
the sister Colony. Out contemporary, in his 
zeal to make 4 strong political point, sent the 
assertion forth to the world that the taxationo 
British Columbia and Vancouver Island amounted 
to $100 and $70 respectively per hend for every 
man, woman and child! This statement, the 
gross falsity of which we exposed at the time, at 
least, so far as this Colony was concerned) was, 
as might be expected, seized upon with avidity 
by the San Francisco Bulletin, in order to show 
the people of that State how much better they 
are off, and how undesirable ‘would be a resi- 
dence in these Colonies. The Bulletin institutes 
a comparison between the taxation of San Fran- 


‘cisco and that of these Colonies, as given by the 


Colonist, making the former amount to $12.50 per 
capita ; but the amount.contribnted to the Fed- 


* eral Government, in the shape of customs dutics 


is ingeniously, or perbaps it would be more pro- 
per to say disingenuously left out of the caleula- 
tion. Nor do we imagine that the Bulletin’s cal- 
colation includes, as did that of the Colonist, fines, 
fees and forfeitures of court, licences, &e., all of 


which would foot ap pretty well in a city like Sen | 


Francisco. Glorying in its own shame, the. Col- 
onist eagerly copies this article, leaving its readers 
to be imposed upon by the deceptive calenlation of 
the Bulletin. If the taxation of San Francisco 
amounts to $12.50 per head for the entire popu- 
lation, ‘without taking into account what is con- 
tributed in the shape of customs dutics, and ex- 
clusive of licences, fines and fees of court, Xc., 
we imagine 
mark in multiplying that sum by four, in 
order to get at the actual rate of taxation, for 


we all know how very high the American Tariff | 


is. By this process the rate.of taxation in San 
Francisco will be $50 per head for every. man, 
woman and child. ‘This rate will Ue fuand'to be 
considerably higher than our own, not of course, 
according to the Colonist’s fallacious statement, 
but according to a calculation carefully compiled 
by ourselves,from the most reliable data available 
And there is this important difference 
ought not to be overlooked : While more than 
half of the revenue raised by the people of San 
Francisco goes into the Federal Treasury, every 
dollar of ours goes into the Treasury of the Col-

_/ony in which it is raised, and is spent in the ,Col- 
ony, either in public works or expenses of Govertn- | 


ment.’ It will be seen, therefore, that, so far as 
taxation is concerned, we have a very decided 
advantage over the people of San Francisco. 
Thos much for the comparison made by the Bulle- 
tin. But what shall we say of our Victoria con- 
temporary? ©“ It is an ill bird,” says the pro- 
verb, “ that fouls its own nest.” It must indeed 
be an ill bird that hovers o’ér the Editorial chair 
of the Colonist. What must be thought of a 
paper which has for some time back devoted it- 
‘self to the work of promulgating the grossest 


misrepesentation #especting these Colonies—mis- | 


representation eminently calculated to keep pop- 
ulation away? Indeed; if the highest ambition 
of the press of Victoria, for the Colonist has not 
been altogether singular in that respect, was to
